City contracts plowing 


This .year for the first time Boyne 
City has contracted out the airport 
snowplowing. C.H. Smith of Charle- 
voix won the low bid at $175 ‘‘per 
storm event.’’ Smith’s bill for the 
season was guaranteed for not more 
than $3,500, an amount within the 
limitations already set by the city 
budget. 

According to city manager Tim 
Clifton, the city, prior to.his adminis- 
tration, did the plowing on an over- 
time basis. Clifton had the airport 
plowing done only after the streets 
were cleared, with the result that the 
airport was rather often snowed in. 


Clifton reported that he checked 
with other cities on methods and costs. 
He said further that the union agreed 
the bid was lower than what they 
could do the job for. So the way was 
Open to contract the job out. 

One other bid came in—for $400 per 
storm, 

This contract will be for one year, 
Clifton said. He added that if it works 
out, the city would contract for two or 
three years at a time to allow the 
contractor to plan ahead. 

He said inspections will follow up on 
the plowing. In normal circumstances 
the plowing would be done by 10 a.m.

Always 
successful, the sale is now in its fourth 
year. 

The crafts people, who will be 
displaying their products at the 
Boyne City high school gymnasium 
and cafeteria, are mainly local people, 
Martin said. ‘‘Which is great,” she 
added. Others will be coming from 
around the state. 

For sale will be wooden toys, dough 
art, quilts, ceramics, baby clothes, 
molded candy, oil paintings, silk 
flowers, wreaths; furniture—the list 
goes on. 

The Community Education program 
itself is supported through a group 
effort by three schools. 

Martin explained, ‘‘St. Ignace is the 
fiscal agent. It is responsible for the 
whole picture of East Jordan-Boyne 
City Community Ed.” 


The fiscal agent pays teacher 


towards protecting them. ‘‘To prevent 
irreversible use of jand,’’ DeBruyn 
said, referring to putting up shopping 
malls or other heavy development on 
prime agricultural land.

Identification Project, who reviewed 
the county’s areas for forestry. He 
said 30 percent of the county’s hard- 
woods were being harvested, and 
pointed out that more could be done, 
to the economic betterment of the 
county and individuals.

Our City Manager, Tim Clifton, has been 
rather astute in finding federal monies for 
the projects done so far, but perhaps it’s 
time for the commissioners to give him 
some more direction to find more federal 
monies to do other projects. 

We would like to see every street in town 
paved, with curb and gutter for instance. 


And that is liable to come when and if the 
city can find money to start replacing the | 
water system here in town, street by street. 

There is-so much that could be done, and - 
with our ever increasing tax base, we would 
hope that the city can come up with some 
definite plans that it could present to the. 
public so we could see what is going to 
happen next. 

But the main thing that the commission 
should do is to provide the leadership and 
the direction to finding these public monies 
so that we can do the projects that will keep 
this fine city growing and becoming a better 
place to live. ,
